is technically independent today. as

Hence the somewhat complicated 
nature of the invitation in the pres- | 
ent instance. Its co-operation with | 
the conference is necessary, because | 
some of the measures for putting, 
the Dawes plan into operation will | 
have to be negotiated between the | 
Reparations Commission and the. 
Germans. 

Moreover. the Versailles Treaty) 
gives it a lien on all Germany's as-| 
sets, so a loan cannot be floated with- | 
out its assistance.

Basis for Settlement

- Purely Business Proposition 


“The transfer committee is con- 
fronted with a purely business prop- 
osition, and it must be treated on | 
business lines.” Despite the criti-| 
cisam of the details ‘however, the. 
French proposal which, though not 
yet finally drafted is--like every 
other proposal so far brought before 
this conference—already common 
property, meets with approval in 
Italian circles. As the original Brit- 
‘ish proposal which was turned down 
in the early days of the conference 
was also for some form of arbitra- 
tion, it will naturally find a response 
there too, provided the matter of 
the transfer committee be satisfac- 
torily arranged and no other con- 
troversial matter is introduced.

On this 
basis the Women’s City Club of New 
York is making a valuable contribu- 
tion to the domestic service problem 
and to the question as to whether 
women can inaugurate with their 
own employees the same standards 
of hours, labor, and conditions of 
work which they urge upon shops 
and industries. 

The Women’s City Club now comes 
before the public with the results 
of an experiment which it has con- 
ducted for one year among its ~-50 
employees. It began by making a 
study of the conditions in its own 
household. How can our legislative 
committee be working for an eight- 
hour day for women without being 
certain that the club is practicing 
what it preaches, asked the special) 
committee on labor policy which 
was appointed to try out the idea. 
The committee went into the ques- 
tion of hours, division of work, and 
conditions of labor. It investigated 
the division of the holiday offerings 
to the emplovees’ fund. the hiring 
and firing of employees, vacations, 
standardization of wages. increases 
for length of service, 7nd payments 
during emergencies. It compared 
its own standards with those in 
force in similar institutions.

When an employee has reached this 
maximum she is encouraged to fit 
herself for higher-paid work, and the

WORLD FLYING 
AMERICANS OFF 
FOR TRIP HOME 


Hop From Brough, Eng. 
to Orkney Islands as 
First Step 


THEN STARTS LONG LEG 
OVER NORTH ATLANTIC 
With Planes in Perfect Condi- 
tion, Flight Commander Is 
Confident of Success 


KIRKWALL, Orkney Islands, Scot- 
land, July 30 (#)—The American 
round-the-world fliers, on their way 
homeward, arrived here from Brough, 
England, at 4:10 o'clock this after- 
noon 

BROUGH, Eng... July 20 (4)—The 
American Army aviators, continuing 
their world flizht. hopped off at 10:24 
o'clock this morning for Kirkwall, 
capital of the Orkney Islands, off the 
northern coast of Scotland. 

Thus began the first leg of their 
journey over the Atlantic. by way of 
Iceland and Greenland, to Indian 
Harbor, Labrador. 

Kirkwall, a town of 2500 popula- 
tion, is situated on Houton Bay, on 
the north¢castern side of the island 
of Mainland, sometimes called -Po- 
mona, the largest of the Orkney 
group. Stores. of oil and gasoline 
await the fliers there, and towboats 
and repair men are ready in case 
they are needed. 

Flying conditions were good 48 
the avators in their three planes 
took off with the good wishes of the 
crowd ringing in their ears 


headed in the direction of Flam- 
borough Head, the promontory north 
of Bridleington Bary, evidently in- 
tend'ng to follow the coast north- 
ward.

AMHERST, Mass, July 30 (Spe- 
cial)—"The next 80 years will see 
' far more organized political action 
on the part of farmers than has yet 
developed,” said Kenyon L. Butter- 
field, president of the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, last evening at 
the first géneral session of “Farm 


and Home Week.” His speech closed 
the day for more than 1000 farmers, 
homemakers and commercial men 
interested In agriculture. 

Today the dairy and poultry pro- 
grams and the feed dealers interests 
of Massachusetts will be presented. 
Dairymen from southern New Eng- 
land are keyed for these meetings, 
hoping that at this time this college 
and the Vermont college of agricul- 
ture which sends one of its faculty, 
Prof. B. H. Ellenberger to the ses- 
sions, will state in detail their po- 
sition on New Engiland’s milk mar- 
keting. 

Chief on the poultrymen's pro-. 
gram is Prof. W. C. Thompson of 
the New Jersey college of agricul- 
ture who will discuss the world's 
poultry congres® - at Barcelona, 
Spain, and what it means to Europe 
and America. Co-operative egg 
marketing in New England will be 
advoeated by James C. Farmer of 
the New Hampshire Department of 
Agriculture and analyzed by Dr. R. J. 
McFall of this tnstitution. The fruit 
men again will hear from Prof. J. H. 
Gourley, this time on pollination in 
the modern orchard. They also will 
‘-hear J. H. Putnam of Greenfield on 
holding New England's apple mar- 
kets.

WASHINGTON, July 30—Harlan 
Fiske Stone, Attorney-General, today 
announced the appointment, upon 
the recommendation: of Mabel Ww. 
Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, of John J. Byrne as special as- 
sistant to the Attorney-General, to 
have general charge of prohibition 
prosecutions ‘under thé national act 
in the territory comprising the New 
England States. Mr. Byrne, who is 
a native of Boston, for the last * 
years has been law clerk to Willi 
H. Taft, Chief Justice of the United 
States. 

The Government won 37 of the 39 
prohibition cases taken on appeal 
from the federal courts to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, 29 
of the cases being petitions for writs 
of certiorari, of which the Govern- 
ment lost only one, according to a 
report submitted today to Mr. Stone 
by Mrs. illebrandt, covering the 


period of the October term of the | 


Supreme Court ended in June. 

The most important decision, from 
the Government’s viewpoint, won by 
the Department of Justice, Mrs. 
Willebrandt stated, was that in 
which it “vas decreed that beer or 
other malt liquors could not be pre- 
scribed for medicinal purposes. In 
these cases, one arising in the east- 
ern and two in the southern district 
of New York, the Supreme Court sus- 
tained the Government's contention 
that Congress had full power under 
the Bighteenth Amendment to pro- 
hibit the manufacture, sale and pre- 
scription of intoxicating malt liquors 
for medicinal purposes.

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From Police Judge to President 
T’ cannot be too constantly reiterated that 
t 


he whole strategy of those who would undo 
the prohibition policy of the United States is 
to encourage violations of the law and then 

point to those violations, which they have them- 
selves fomented, as evidence that the law can- 
not be enforced. 

Against this the retori of those who believe 
in the prohibition policy is to lay emphasis on 
the steady improvement in methods of enforce- 
ment, and to declare that, just in proportion as 
officials are secured who will not co-operate 
with the lawless elements, enforcement will 
become increasingly effective. 

Notable evidence in support of this proposi- 
tion is furnished by the report made vesterday 
by Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, the very 
efficient Assistant. Attorney-General of the 
United States, in charge of prohibition enforce- 
ment. Mrs. Willebrandt reports that during the 
October term of the United States Supreme 
Court, which ended in June, the Government 
won thirty-seven out of thirty-nine prohibition 
cases, and that of twenty-nine petitions for 
writs of certiorari the Government lost only 
one. It was during this session of the court 
that the Government won its contention that 
beer and other malt, liquors cannot be prescribed 
for medical purposes. 

To that record of almost complete success in 
the highest court in the land may be added the 
report of the experiences of the United States 
Attorney in Ghicago, E. A. Olson, in the lesser 
federal courts. Among other achievements, Mr. 
Olson reports that more than $25,000,000 worth 
of buildings have been padlocked for a year 
because of conviction of their use for selling 
liquor; that eighteen breweries have been 


finally closed; that millions of dollars’ worth | 


of beer has been emptied into the sewers; that 
more than 2000 bootleggers have been con- 
victed, being an average of 99 out of every 
100 against whom information has been 
lodged; and finally, that crimes against the 
Government have decreased fully one-third 
during the past year. 

Mr. Olson puts his finger on the danger point 
in the enforcement campaign. He points out 
that wherever politics becomes involved, en- 
forcement is handicapped, if not defeated. The 
judges of a federal court, being appointed for 
life, are free from extraneous political influ- 
ences, and their record in enforcement cases 
is, therefore, on the whole a high one. But 
state judges, always mindful that they must 
seek re-election, are inclined to pander to the 
liquor sentiment. This does not by any means 
imply that a majority of the electorate ap- 
proves such abject surrender to illegal influ- 
ences; it means only, as Mr. Olson says: ‘The 
honest majority does not interest itself. The 
people that want beer keep on the watch, 
and sharpen their hatchets for the man who 
opposes.”’ 

The United States Supreme Court, therefore, 
is steadily sustaining prohibition enforcement at 
practically every point brought to its attention. 
Active officials, even in a great city like Chicago, 
have demonstrated that the law can be enforced.

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Giving the Dominions a Voice 
ANADA had to exercise pressure before the 
Government in Great Britain found it pos- 
sible to include dominion representation on the 
British delegation to the interallied confer- 
ence in London. The fact is that some other 
countries object to the inclusion of dominion 
representatives at such conferences. They re- 
gard the presence of dominion delegates as 
tending to give Great Britain too much repre- 
sentation. But when it became apparent to 
Canada that the Lausanne Conference mistake 
seemed about to be repeated, of ministers in 
Great Britain trying to represent the interests 
of the whole British Commonwealth, instead 
of including ministers from the overseas do- 
minions, Canada’s vigorous claim for repre- 
sentation had the required effect. 

It ia quite possible to allow the dominions 
to participate, while at the same time meet- 
ing the objections of other countries. As at 
the original Peace Conference, and at the 
Washington Conference on the Limitation of 
Armament, the British Commonwealth em- 
ployed a panel system of selecting representa- 
tives. Only three British delegates could be 
selected to sit at the conference table at any 
one meeting. But the British delegation could 
consiat of any number of representatives, in- 
cluding delegates from the self-governing do- 
minions, from whom the three principal dele- 
gates for the day would be selected, At Ver- 
sailles, the whole British Commonwealth dele-

But even while representation at 
the conference table is thus restricted, the sys- 
tem of conferring full powers from the King 
upon all the dominion delegates does place the 
ministers from overseas on an equal footing 
with the ministers from Great Britain in the 
separate conferences of the British Common- 
wealth delegates. 

The Colonial Secretary, J. H. Thomas, in a 
recent speech which welcomed the inclusion of 
the dominion representatives, said: “But the 
whole question of representation of the domin- 
ions will have to be tackled.” It is hoped, the 
Colonial Secretary added, that before-the end 
of the year there will be another meeting in 
London between ministers of Great Britain and 
of the dominions, to adopt a plan which will 
insure the full status and right of the domin- 
ions to take part in matters affecting their in- 
terests as well as Great Britain’s. In the
